The chief medical officer of the 
Dutch KLM Airline said t o d a y 
autopsies indicated that the ft) 
persons killed in Thursday's crash 
of a New York-bound airliner were 
dead before te plane plunged in­ 
to the Atlantic. 
Dr. K. Van Diager said exam­ 
ination of the bodes of some of 
the victims showed eain had «of­ 
fered “ brain bleeding." 
He said this “ indicated that all 
the people were dead before the 
impact” of the 
plane on th e 
stormy sea 
Dr. Van Diager said there were 
no signs of hums on the bodies 
examined, and that other external 
Injury marks on the bodies came 
after death. 


DUTCH 
AND 
IRISH 
doctors 
performed autopsies on the bod­ 
ies of 34 victims before an inquest 
was held. 
Coroner Michael J. Allen had 
the task of trying to pierce the 
mystery shrouding the exact fate 
of the Dutch airliner. 
None of the 
bodies recovered 
from the sea has been identified 
so far. A spokesman for KLM 
said a concerted effort to identify 
the victims will be made after the 
inquest. 
The best information now avail­ 
able suggests that the big airliner 
may have exploded and burned 
before plunging into the sea. 
Dutch airline spokesmen d i s- 
missed the idea of sabotage as a 
cause of the crash, but aviation 
sources persisted 
in the theory 
that 
some 
sort 
of 
explosion 
wrecked the big KLM Super-Con­ 
stellation. 
They pointed out that the plane 
appeared to have disintegrated in 
midair — an occurrence which is 
extremely unlikely in any ordin­ 
ary sort of accident.

Skyscraper Rocket Ready 
To Take Shot at Moon 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — (UPA 
—An immensely tall rocket with 
a knobby contrivance on top stood 
gaunt in an Air Force tower on 
Cape Canaveral today. It appar­ 
ently was ready for a w i d e l y 
anticipated “ shoot for the moon” 
Sunday. 
The Air Force and D e f e n s e 
Department still would not con­ 
firm that the big test, marking 
man s f i r s t uncertain 
leap to 
bridge the chasm between 
th e 
planets, was imminent. 
The maximum goal of the test 
is to orbit an instrumented satel­ 
lite of under too pounds around 
the moon and obtain a crude tele­ 
vision picture of its eternally hid­ 
den “ dark side.” 
Informed sources have n o t e d 
that Sunday is the best day for 
such a test. If the rocketeers can 
not get it off then, they have the 


next three days when the moon 
still is relatively close to earth— 
within 230.000 miles. 
Only a short period of each day 
will provide a celestial alignment 
favorable for shooting and th e 
whole thing could be called off for 
another month. 
All signs of a major missile 
launching w e r e evident he r e . 
Activity continued far into Friday 
flight on the Air Force service 
tower, its bright lights showing 
through a squall line t h a t en­ 
closed the cape All living space 
in nearby motels was sold out.

The West­ 
erner Is modest, friendly and full 
of human kindness; the South 
erner lofty, withdrawn and not 
overloaded with bonhommie. The 
man from Montana can see good 
in any man. The man from Ar­ 
kansas can see no good in many. 
The outlook of these two men 
upon foreign affairs corresoonds 
with their outlooks on life. M ans­ 
field Hkes to travel and meet all 
aorta of persons abroad, 
from 
tha rulers to the overseas G l’a. 
He takes off nearlv every Con- 
greisional recesa 'but not when 
no for reelectlon. as now', and 
heads for the troubled places of 
e a r t h . When he returns, he 
write* a report that is t i g h t - 
packed with fact and close ob­ 
servations He makes a series of 
sneeches which summarise h i a 
findings and set forth his recom ­ 
mendations Since he is a demo­ 
crat in the lower-case sense of 
the word, and a practicing Chris­ 
tian. Mansfield puts his love of
